The Capture of Meussa Bey. 


Lonpon, Sept. 22.—Armenians in England 
are greatly pleased at the capture of Moussa 
Bey and the prospect of his being sent in exile 
to Mecca, where he can no longer bribe and 
cajole to their disadvantage. Leading Ar- 
menians in London say they do not desire the 
execution of Moussa, as his death would be 
the signal for a rising of the Kurds anda 
massacre of Christians. He isamuch more 
important personage than is generally 
supposed. Nominally he is a petty Turk- 
ish official, but really he is the 
Chief of the Kurds in Armenia. He is, in 
short, a robber chief, and not a corrupt offi- 
cial. As the Kurasare ina majority in Ar- 
menia, the extent of his power can hardly be 
exaggerated. Moussa Bey is a young and 
good-looking man, very pleasant and courte- 
ous to talk to. He isa very strict Mohamme- 
dan. As a result he is much respected by the 
wore fanatical Turks, the Turks of the 
Mosque, as they are called, and it would be 
very dangerous for the Turkish Government 
to deal harshly with him if it desired to do so,

Lowpor, Sept. 22.—John Burns, addressing 
a large labor meeting at Battersea yesterday, 
declared that out of 8,000 strikes during 1889 
only thirty had been unsuccessful, He re- 
garded the outiook as highly encouraging for 
great improvement in the condition of the 
workingmen. 

NEW UNIONS. 

The activity with which the organization of 
labor is progressing is indicated by the fact 
that 117 new unions have been registered dur- 
ing the past twenty months.

Paris, Sept. 22.—The Siecle to-day publishes 
an interview with Senor Sagasta, ¢6x-Spanish 
Prime Minister. Referring to the situation in 
Portugal, Senor Sagasta sald that Portuguese 
Republicans, before everything, were patri- 
ots and that they greatly fear the conse- 
quences of foreign interference which might 
involve absolute loss to their colonies.

The piece was, in fact, 
roundly hissed. .

THE KILLING OF BARRUNDIA, 


United States Minister Mizner’s Report te 
the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—The particu- 
lars attendant upon the shooting of Gen. Bar- 
rundia, as related by Minister Mizner in his 
report, are these: 

About the middle of last month Barrundia 
raised an armed force on Mexican territory, at 
a piace called Tapachula, near the Guate- 
maian frontier, in the department of San 
Marcos, for the purpose of invading Guate- 
mala and waging war against the governmen“ 
of President Barillas. The latter, who 
was then at war with Salvador, com- 
municated the fact to the Mexican 
Government and the Mexican Government 
ordered Barrundia’s arrest and imprisonment 
for trying to violate Mexico’s neutrality 
toward Guatemala. Barrundia was kept in 
prison several days and then liberated on 
condition that be would leave Mexican soil. 
He promised to leave Mexico and was con- 
veyed under escort to the port of Acapuleo, 
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Barrondia — pass Onaper le and San 
Jose en route for Balvador. The Gustemalan 
Government at once instructed its officers at 
Champerico to arrest Barrundia as soon as the 
Acupuico arrived. When the steamer arrived 
on Aug. 28, the commandant of the port of 
Champerico, with an armed force of soldiers, 
tried to board her for the pur- 
pose of arresting Barrundia, but Capt. 
Pitts refused to allow them to do so. A 
letter was sent by the Guatemalan Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Senor Dr. Francisco Angui- 
ano, tothe United States Minister, reporting 
the refusal of Capt. Pitts to deliver up Bar- 
rundia while in Champerico and asking Min- 
ister Mizner to direct Pitts to give up his 
passenger upon the arrival of the Acupuleco at 
San Jose. Dr. Anguiano assured Mr. Mizner 
that Barrundia would have a fair trial 
and be justiy dealt with, but in order to 
further satisfy Mizner be was assured 
that the Government of Guatemala had no 
treacherous designs against the life of Bar- 
rundia, and that they had no desire to put 
him to death, nor would they do so. Misner 
accepted the ‘assurances of the Guatemalan 
Government and said the matter would have 
his attention when the Acupulco arrived at 
San Jose. The Acupuleo ved at San Jose 
the next morning aud Mizner received a tele- 
graphic dispatch from Capt. Pitts of the 
steamer, stating the commandant of the port 
of San Jose wanted to board his steamer with 
an armed force in order to arrest. Gen. Bar- 
rundia; that he (Pitts) had refused to allow 
the soldiers to come on board or to deliver up 
Barrundia and that he appealed to the Ameri- 
inister for advice and protection for his 
vessel, her passengers and crew.

THE CSICAGO GAS TRUST, 


Judge McConnell Denies the Metien to 
Quash a Count. 


CnicaGo, III., Sept. 22.—The motion to quash 
a count in the quo warranto proceedings 
brought in the name of the people on relation 
of Francis B. Peabody against the Chicago 
Gas Trust Co. was decided this morhing in 
favor of the petitioner by Judge McConnell. 
There were two counts in the information 
which seeks to deciare forfeited the franchise 
of the trust on two grounds. The attorneys 


for the trust argued that the two counts were 
conflicting and therefore couid not be main- 
tained. One count, it was maintained, 
was germaine to the other. The first 
count alleges that the trust 
held a majorit of the stock 
ot the companies in the trust, while the other 
simply stated that the stock held by the trust 
of the other companies was less than a con- 
trolling interest. The Attorney-General ar- 
gued that the proceeding was in the nature of 
a criminal prosecution, and that one or more 
be made relative to the same 
subject matter. In 7 5 his opinion Judge 
McConnell said he could not see why both 
counts should not stand.

Fatal Flames. 


Troy, N. T., Sept. 22.—A fire which caused 
the loss of the life of a young boy and the in- 
jury of several Dersons started at 10:15 o’ clock 
last night at Syoawayville, on the Hoosick 


road, about 4 mile beyond the eastern city 
limit. The house was burned to a complete 
mase of ruins, as no water was at hand to 
stay the progress of the flames. The fire is 
supposed to have caught from a heater. The 
boy burned was Raiph Manchester, the bright 
10-year-old sen of Mr. and Mrs. George N. 
Manchester. Those in the house at the time 
of the fire were Pat Hanley and his wife, Ann; 
Mr. and Mrs. Manchester and son Kalph; 
Mre. Wing, sister of Smith and Thomas Strait; 
Mrs. Resa Waterbury, also a sister, and her 
daughter Esther, and Mre. Hiram Strait, 
mother of Smith and Thomas Strait; also two 
house servants. Mr. Manchester jumped from a 
second story window and was badly bruised. 
His faee, hands and arms were burned until 
the flesh dropped off and his wife received a 
severe nervous shock. She made efforts to 
rescue her son but he ran back, crazed with 
fright, and was never seen again. Mm. Wing 
was taken out on a ladder by some of the men 
employed about the place. Hanley and his 
wife made their exitfrom the roof and she 
was severely tujured internally by the fail. 
The house was valued at about $15,000 and the 
insurance amounts to 10,000. Valuable 
jewelry and considerabie monry was lost, as 
well as everything in the house. Mr. Man- 
chester may recover, but he will lose the use 
of both of bis hands. He is a wealthy New 
York broker, and came to Troy about a year 
ago and purchased Sycaway Villa of Smith 
Strait and made it his summer home. 


A Disastreus Collision. 


CHICAGO, III., Sept. 22.—A disastrous col- 
lision occurred last evening between an Iili- 
nois Central excursion train and a Burlington 
suburban train atthe Kedgie avenue crossiag.

It would be an excellent plan, I think, to 
have a boat-house erected on the shores of 
the new lake in Forest Park, where racing 
shells could be kept. The river is now the 
only place where we can have racing, 
and that is too dangerous. I was 
upset out there once, and. I wouldn't 
go on there again in a shell if Inever bad an- 
other place to go. I know lotsof young fel- 
lows who, like myself, enjoy racing, but do 
very little of it because of the lack of facili- 
ties here. Now, if they permit usto erect a 
boat-house in Forest Park on the shore of the 
new lake we will put upaniceone and then 
wecould have racing there every pleasant 
evening. There is nothing prettier than to 
see a hell race on a pleasant evening, and I 
am sure they would be very popular. It would 
im a great measure increase the attractions of 


the park with no additional expense to the 
authorities. 

„It has been proposed, I understand, to 
have the lake made 10 feet deep. A depth of 
4 feet would do just as well for rowing as any 
other, and the number of people who would 
be drowned would be less than if it were 10 
feet deep, because there are always people 
falling in every lake. They could make the 
lake twice as large in area at that depth for 
the same money. 

„It we are allowed the privilege we will put 
up a very pretty structure, whichjwill be an 
ornument tothe park. There are a number of 
young fellows who are anxious to go into such 
a thing and we would make it a certain suc- 
cess.

A FULL BENCH. 


THREE JUDGES WILL SIT IN THE UNITED 
STATES CIRCUIT COURT TO-MORROW. 


Matters They Will Be Called Upen te Con- 
sider—A Copyright on a Compilatien and 
a Question of Damages—Geerge W. Har- 
ris’ Bend—Did Net Pay the Special Tax. 


Justice Samuel Miller did not arrive from 
Keokuk this morning, but will be here at 5:45 
this afternoon. He will sit in the United 
States Circuit Court with Cireuit Judge Cald- 
welland District Judge Thayer to-morrow 
morning. Judge Caldwell arrived from 
Kansas City this morning and sat with Judge 
Thayer in the hearing of A. B. Hanson vs. 
Eugene Jaccard Jewelry Co. This was a 
case in which the holder of a copyright 
sued one who had infringed his copyright for 
an injunction amd damages. The work in 
controversy was a compilation ef statistics 
relating to the battles of the civil war. 
It was printed by the complainant for 
gratuitous circulation in connection with 
railroad advertisements. The defendant 
reprinted the work without complainant’s 
consent in connection with its advertise- 
ments. The publication was also for gra- 
tuitous circulation among Veterans attracted 
to 8t. Louis during the Grand Army of the 
Republic Encampment of September, 1887. 

Juage Thayer delivered the opinion of the 
court at the conclusion of the argument. He 
said that, conceding that the work could be 
legally copyrighted, he and Judge Caldwell 
were agreed that the complainant had 
not been damaged. The circulation of 
the defendant’s book had not deprived the 
complainant of any profits. He offered 


the complainant the choice between an in- 
junction with 1 cent damages or a dismissal. 
The matter of costs was held to see it the 
complainant would bring a uit at law for 
damages. 

There will be several cases argued before 
the full beach to-morrow and on the days 
following. One matter bas been brought here 
from Hannibal to obtain a hearing before a 
fwil bench. Knox County issued warrants 
to its citizens in payments on certain 
accounts. These warrants were bought by 
one Williams, a citizen of Illinois.

A Belief That He Will Be Appointed to the 
Vacant First Assistant Pestmaster-Gen- 
eralship—The Tariff Bill Confereance—No 
Querum in the Heuse Results in Another 
Republican Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—Those who 
are giving the matter some attention, are of 
the belief that the present Acting First Assis- 
tant Postmaster-General, Fowler, will be ap- 
pointed to the position.

The Nurse Pension Bill, 
WASHINGTON, D. ., Sept. 22.—Senator Cock- 
rolls bill to pension nurses has passed the 
Senate by a unanimous vote and without 
amendment.

Where Uncie Sam's J Agents Buy the Animals 
| Required for the Service. 

New Ton, .- Where does the 
United States bu horses for its army and 
other purposes? 

The question was asked at the Bull’s Head 
Horse Mart Saturday, and John Raymond, 
one of the best known borse dealers in this 
section of the country, failed to answer it; 
at the very moment there was a young Lieu- 


tenant of the Un States Cavalry on the

among 
them is annually not more than 15 — centum. 
This small percentage is remarkable when it 
is considered that in some ofthe far Western 
Territories the work — ulred from the 
horses is very exacting, indeed. In Arizona, 
for example, more of the r horses 
die in proportion to their number than In any 
other section of the country, and it Ils a eu- 
rious fact that many of the horses grow blind 
and thus become useless long before they die. 
That is one of the effects of the aikali platas 
onthe auimals. Besides the 5 per centum 
which die about 10 per cent of the remainder 
are annualiy sold by the Government because 
of their having become useless for the services 
for which they are required. This makes it 
necessary for the authorities to purchase an- 
nually about two thousand horses and Con- 
gress provides for this expenditure by appro- 
1 about $200,000 for the pu seof pay- 
ng for the horses purchased. The amount is 
divided among the various military depart- 
ments by the 8 ot War, and as the 
Western divisions the army need more 
horses than we do mere on the Atlantic coast 
the bulk of the money goes out West, and 
most of the horses for the Government are 
purchased in St. Louis, St. Paul and San 
Francisco. 

Not every horse will do for Government 
service,’’ continued the Lieutenant, for the 
War Department makes specific rules to gov- 
ern the purchase of the animal. They are 
required to be geldings, solid color through- 
out, from 15 to 17 hands high, between 
Land 8 years of age, and must weigh, for 
artillery horses between 4,000 and 1. 300 
pounds, and for cavalry horses between 900 
and 1,200 pounds. A Government horse 
usually lasts about seven years and at the 
end of that time is sold at auction if he lasts 
that long.’ 

Do the horse dealers know that you are 
purchasing animals for the Government?’’ 
Indeed they do not, said the Lieutenant, 
smilingly. ‘‘Iftney did they would run the 
price up on me far beyond what they do 
now, when lam buying apparently as a pri- 
vate individual.’’

THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW.. 


A Washingten (D. C.) Paper Refused Ad- 
mission to the Mails. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—The first 
dase under the new anti-lottery law of refusal 
ot admission of a newspaper to the mails be- 
cause it contained a lottery advertisement, 
occurred at the city Post-office here early yes- 
terday morning, The anti-lottery act was 
signed by the President Friday and the Post- 
office Department yesterday sent tothe city 


Post-office instructions with respect to the ex- 
ecution of the law. Obedience to these 
instructions Mr. John Doyle, one of the 
clerks, notified the newspaper offices that the 
ey would not be carried through the mails 
fthey were found to contain lottery adver- 
tisements, and that the publishers, under the 
law, would be liable to arrest if lottery ad- 
vertisements were maiied. When the usual 
sacks of papers to be sent out of town arrived 
at the Post-office early in the morning, a few 
copies of each paper were examined by one of 
the clerks. The clerk foundthat the Sunday 
Chronicie, a paper ofa very limited circula- 
lation, contained the lottery advertisement, 

as usual, and notified the boy who brought 
the copies that they could not be received. 


A Strictly Temperance Town. 


Kokoko, Ind., Sept. 22.—The temperance 
people of Greentown, a place of 1,500 people. 
have finally driven the last saloon from their 
midst. They have kept up a continuous fight 


for two years. Three weeks ago the only 
saloon remaining in the town was destroyed 
Dy dynamite. The owner soon resumed bus! 
ness, and was immediately arrested on twelve 
affidavits. and costs were piled up against him 
until Saturday, when he surrendered his 
premises to the ‘Sheriff, who closed the saloon.

If Mortimer Remington of the Manhattan 
A. C. keeps up the promise of his short ath- 
let le career he will unquestlonably turn out to 
be one of the greatest sprinters of the coun- 


try, says the New York Sun. His progression 
thus far may be termed remarkabie. His 
first competition was early last November 
in anovice race, and in the comparatively 
short time since he bas improved with each 
competition, and is now almost invariably 
Placed in the position of honor—scratch—in 
all the handicap races. 

Remington is 22 years of age, 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, and weighs in condition about 152 
pounds. He is a very strongiy built young 
man; in fact Lon Myers thinks bim a trifie too 
sturdy for a speédy spriater, though he says 
the late Harry Johnson had almost the same 
physique when hte started on his 4 — 
career. Remington’s strength is an impor- 
tant factor, for he is very slow to get into his 
running, and his strong finishes usually saved 
him. Often fifteen to twenty yards from the 
tape he does not appear to have a chance for 
the heat, but he wears his man down in the 
last few strides. His speed in the last ten 
yards of a race is at times wonderful. He 
runs at any distance from fifty yards toa 
quarter mile. 

He is a singularly graceful runner and a 
consistent performer. He is said to be one of 
the few sprinters that can keep their wite 
about them ina hot race and remember in- 
structions. His great success has not yet

the machines shall not pass into the hands of 
the creditors, bat shall revert to the National 
Lathe & Tooi Co. In order to avoid all legal 
adiMicuities that might arise from this pro- 
vision, the company takes the positien of a 
lessee, some of its members becoming part- 
ners, but not in their official capacity. We 
have long had an eye on St. Louis, as it is re- 
garded as the best center for this kind of bu- 
siness in the West. It is a fact not generally 
known that St. Louis is the largest 
hard wood market in the country.

AN INGENIOUS APPLIANCE. 

The appliance that we have patented Is ad- 
mitted to be superior to all others except for 
very fine work, and is the invention of a man 
from Connecticut named Henry Baron. 
It is a geometrica! lathe, whieh 
cuts * all sorts and shapes of 
woodwork. he company owns a factory 
at Chlesgo, where the lathes are made 
Factories are now in operation in London, 
England; Boston, Tacoma and San Francisco; 
factories are now in course of erection at Du- 
luth, Marquette, Mich., and Luray, Va., and 
the company has contracts for the erection of 
factories at Augusta, Ga.; Jacksonville, Filia. ; 
Denver, Colo., and Evansville, Ind. A plant 
consists of five geometrical lathes, which do 
all the work. These lathes cembine three 
distinct simultaneous motions: 

First, the revolving of the knives on a yl 
inder, which carries the design on the head of 
the knife on the piece to be cut. The knives 
revolved at a speed of 7,000 revolutions a min- 
ute. 

„„Second, a sliding wood bed moving freely 
in all directions. 

„Third, the automatic turning of the wood 


These three}motions operating at the same 
time, are under the immediate control of the 
operator, and cut out all kinds of forms with- 
out following a model. The machines cut 


irreguiar, and do oval and pelygonal work at 
a speed hitherto unattainable. All forms of 
turned woodwork for buliding inside and out- 
side, railings, balusters, newei posts, Caps, 
table legs, cheir parts, deor knobse—in fact 
anything which requires working of wood by 
hand—is made by these machines in sizes 
ranging from two inches long and one-half 
inch in diameter, up to any required size, The 
operator can change the form at any time 
within a minute, m round to square or 


polygonal. 
A GREAT SAVING. 

The output of the country in woodwork is 
$8,000,000 a year, and twenty factories and 500 
machines wou id fail to supply the present de- 
mand of the United States for articles of this 
kind. These machines will effect a areat 
saving.

The silver law seriously affects Christian 
missions. It la having a disastrous effect on 
the missionary societies which make large 
expenditures in foreign lands. By raising the 
price of silver it has so advanced the rates of 
exchange for all those counties which havea 
silver standard thatalarge percentage of 
every dollar transmitted to the various flelds 
is lost in discount, 

The dealings of the societies, it should be 


explained, with Mexico, Brazil and other 
American oountries, with India, China, 
Japan, Syria, Persia and other Asiatic fields 
are all conducted on asilver basis. In mak- 
ing appropriations for the year the societies 
make them on the basis of an exchange rate, 
averaged on the rates of the previous years. 
While this rate differs in diffefent countries, it 
has averaged less, the Treasurer of the Pres- 
byterian Board, Mr. Dulles, informs us, 
0 ag 80 cents tothe dollar for all coun- 
tries. 

Now for the effect ot tne silver bill on ex- 
change. Mr. Dulles writes us:

This will 
serve asanexampie. In fact, eur estimates were 
made below 77, the first price above given; but as- 
suming the variation as above, itmeans that when 
we contract to pay a native heiper or incur any other 
form of expense fer a given number of Mexican silver 
dollars, we must now, in order to meet our accounts, 
add 15 per centto our disbursements of American 
rod. This is not a simple illustration, but the state- 
ment of an actual fact. 

The rise in India is somewhat less. On Spee 
16, £500 yielded 6,832 rupees; on May 14. 6,357; 
on July 21. 6,140. The last advices, says Mr. 
Dulles, show that the rate is still rising. 
Withal the market is so uncertain that 60-day 
bills cannot be sold at all. 

The rates at Mexico are higher, even, than 
in China and India, varying from 15 to 20 per 
cent. 

What is true of the Presbyterian Board is al- 
so true of the American Board and other so- 
cleties. A notetous from one of the secre- 
taries of the Ameriean Board says its ebend! 
tures are affected not only in India and 
China, but in Japan and Mexico as well, fields

20,000 to meet the increased cost of ex- 
ohauge in India will have to bemade by the 
Methodist Missionafy Society at its meeting in 
November. The cost of the silver bill to the

The outlookis a serious one for all the so- 
cieties. A large increase in the Incomes of the 
societies will be necessary to pay the same 
bills as in former years. Says Mr. Dulles, 
speaking for the Presbyterian Board: 

It is early to calculate the effects of a change of 15 
to 20 per cent upon appropriations of „000. 
Without entering into the merits of the silver ques- 
tion or venturing prophesies as to the result, it cer- 
tainly is unlikely that silver will fall much below fte 
present Value, and those who are considering the
